INDIANS AS SOLDIERS.

The project of racruiting an Indian
regiment hus been veferred to the secre-
tnry of the interior for his opinion. It is
not expocted that he will muke any ob-
jections to the plan if the military

| nuthorities can find none, but i is by no

s improbablo that he may suggest
sotnd rersons why itisneither necossavy
nor desirnble to vecruit o regiment of

Indians.  The custom of p=ing In-
[ diuns a5 scouts muy  propsrly  be
continued, and for this purpose a few

adaitional companies might be organ-
fzed, but the expediency ofivecruiting o
full regiment is somewhat gueationahle,

It appuears that in tho whole depavt-
ment of Avizona theve are only threo
compunies of Indinn scouts, ench necom-
panied by & white officer. The foree of
such scouts allowed by existing statutes
is twenty-four sevgeants, sixteen  corpo-
ralsand two hundred and  thiviy-five
privates, making n total of two hundred
and seventy-five.  As to the value of
Indians a8  scouts  there is a
wide difference of  opinion.  Some
army officers claim  that they ave
absolutely  essentinl  to the  sue-
cess of operations against hostile hands,
while others contend  that they are not.
The lute General Crook wasamong those
who hald the formor view, while Gen-
eral Miles iy suid to have less confidence
in the Indians.  Theve s no question re-
garding thelr value as  rveservation
police, but thetr service as scouts has
not always been trastworthy, though it
is true that they have done some excol-
lent service, us for example in the ox-
pedition into Mexico against Geronimo,

But whila the Indiuns may have
boen usoful for military service in
smull bodies, itis by no moans to be
concluded that in a rvegimental organi-
zition they would be equally reliable,
And if, when vreceruited as soldiers, thay
were distributed throughout the tevei-
tories in companies, on equal terms with
the white soidiers, is it probuble the two
races would get along peacefully to-
gother? The matter is not one of very
great fmportance, but as thera is no
present demund for even increasing the
number of Indinn scouts it is not appar-
ent that there would be wisdom in or-
gunizing a regiment of Indians. The
theory that it would give an outlet to
the restless und martisl spivit of the
young men s not worthy of very seri-
ous consideration, The way to dispose
of these is to compel them to learn Lo
work and aequire habits of industry
and a knowledge of the menus of self-

Milos suggested that thero
should be fortifications at both Admi-
rulty Hoad, opposite Port Townsend,
whero thoe distunce ncross Is  about
four miles, and at Decoption Puss,
which Is narrower, and where

the entrance could be destroyad

in battle ships,  Undoubtedly public sen-

This abaurd iden arises from an
innbility toses the difference botween creat-
lug monoy and borowing it. By flat of the
Almighty the precious metals have inde-
structible value and other pecaliur qualities
which distinguish them from othier mineral
products and make them useful as monoy
throughout ecivilization., Governments can
udd nothing tothe vulue of this sort of flat
money beyond establishing nsyston of esin-
ago by which the weight and fineness of the
metal ean: be certifiod and guarautoed, and

heoee ba leavnsd by an ondinaey  por-
son at a glanen. If o governmont
finds its suppld of the precious motals

inndequate it can meet the exigency by in-
creasing taxes on its people or by offering its
seenrvities in the markets of the world and
raising money by borrowing, Duorving the
Inte rebellion the United States did both. It
added to and aidsanced the rates of intornal
and tarift taxes.and, not being abls to pyo-
cure cnough money in this way, it borrowad
on both interestebedring and  non-interest
beaving obligafions—the bonds constituting
the former and the greeonbacks the lattor form
of the security offered,  In issuing the green-
backs, L e, non-fnterest beaving  notes, the
government agmeod to take them itsell in puy-
went of ecertain debts and made them a legal
tonder us between Individuals, and it is on
this transactions that notions about Hatism,
“absolute money,'” cie,, ure based.

In issuing vonds the government simply
pat in thefmarke! its intevest bearing ohliga-
tions und borvowed what it could on thom,
It had no fint by which it could ¢omp 2! capi-
talists to buy thew, nor could it dictate the
rate at which they sold. It
repay the money advancedd with intevest at o
fixed time, aud i order to increase its power
to borrow on these securitios wnd get money
to subdue the slave-bolders'  rebellion it
agreed o charter nationnl banks und wllow
the bonds to be depesited us  elrenlation
pledges.  In every step the government took
indisposing of itsa bonds it was a barrowor
merely steiving to maintain its cvedit and to
offer terms by which it could procure the
maximpm amonut of money and pay the
minimum vate of inteveat.
greenbicks, however, the governme st ratsed
money by a forced loan. 1t made no
effart to ereate *fiat money,” but put put its
notes and pledged itself to redecm them id
coln. The greenbuck notes wére made puy-
able to the beaver, but not at any fixed time
and they bore no interest.  Being thus non-
interest bearing and somewhat  indefinite
promises to puy money they remuined for a
long time way below par and rose and fo]l
with the Auctuating fortunes of the war, and
did not become equal to gold until specie pay-
ments were ordered to be resmuned and the
treasury was ready to redeem greeabacks in
coln on demand, To moke up for the de-
fects and weaknesses of these notes and en-

The morning and afternoon sessions wore not
largely attended, althougl the report of tho
comnitteo on eredontinls indicatod the at-
tendance of 508 delogates and  representation
from fifty-ene connties,

It delighted the convention to smile audibly
ab the thrusts of some of the speakers at Tue
Ber and its policy, reminding its repre-
sentative that acother contvibution might be
sought, but he didn't bite.
